1 . The application and prosecution history have been reviewed in full. 

Regarding a first (but innocuous) matter, applicant may prefer to include headings for the 
specification sections which are typically included in US patents (as seen, for example, in the 
patents previously cited by the examiner).

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-16 are now rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In all three of the independent claims, applicant now specifies, in some way, that his 
amplifier/driver circuit provides a compensation (specified as DC offset in claims 1 and 1 1) by 
way of a ''single input transistor. " However, the circuit (depicted in the sole Figure) seems to 
require a constant electrical association between transistor pair QIA and QIB, or pair Q2 and 
QIB, both pairs involving DC offset applied to a respective input of each transistor when 
operating properly. A total of three transistors have in some way a DC offset applied thereto. In 
view of this, the claims are accordingly misdescriptive, ambiguous, and the scopes thereof 
indefinite 

3, The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-16 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
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described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. The original disclosure does not have support for the condition of the sole circuit 
arrangement having a single input transistor being applied compensation signal thereto, the 
claims therefore constitute new matter. Again, three distinct transistors are included and operate 
together to manage the compensation, as shown. 

4. Claims 1-16 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. How only a single input 
transistor of the sole circuit disclosed has compensation applied to it is not explained in the 
original disclosure. 

5. Claims 1-16, as claimed, are allowable over the prior art (notwithstanding the rejections 
based on 35 USC112).
